Once the mail is in the proper slots in the carrier case, it 
is “pulled down,’ which means that it is tied in handy 
bundles for rotation delivery. 

Each marrier has “relay boxes” on his route. Those 
are the stand-up boxes in which you can’t mail letters. 
They're for storage purposes only.
